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ABOLITION OF All 
TAG JAYS SOUGHT 


W hat applies to Minneapolis as giv­ 
en in the item below, taken from the 
Minneapolis Journal, also applies to 
Little Falls in the opinion of many 
citizens, says the Little Falls Daily 
Transcript. 
Action by city officials to abolish 
tag days as a means of raising money 
tor charitable or other purposes is 
recommended by the Minneapolis Civic 
and Commerce association in a report 
made by the association's committee 
on public solicitations, after an inves­ 
tigation, and adopted by the organiza­ 
tion's board of directors. 
Points made 
against the tag day custom in the re 
port include: 
It is “an attem pt to shame the 
people into giving by making them 
uncomfortable in the presence of 
others who are wearing tags.’’ 
Frequent tag days yield meager 
results for worthy causes and oft­ 
en result in persons “being re­ 
quested 
to give to enterprises 
about which they know nothing.'* 
City streets are public places 
abd "the city's people are entitled 
to go about on them unmolested 
by solicitors/* 
“The young and attractive girls 
used in tag day campaigns are 
subject to liberties taken by some 
men while the tags are being 
pinned on.” 


"We feel It desirable that the prac­ 
tice of holding tag days in Minneapo­ 
lis, except tor memorial purposes, be 
discontinued,” the report says. “When 
used for memorial purposes, we be­ 
lieve thf tag day should be divorced 
from the idea of raising money.” 
The report recommends that the as­ 
sociation directors take the m atter up 
with the proper city officials for ac­ 
tion.

TAG DATS SOUGHT 


What applies to Minneapolis as giv­ 
en in the item below, taken from the 
Minneapolis Journal, also applies to 
Little Falls in the opinion of many 
citizens, says the Little Falls Daily 
Transcript. 
Action by city officials to abolish 
tag days as a means of raising money 
for charitable or other purposes is 
recommended by the Minneapolis Civic 
and Commerce association in a report 
made by the association’s committee 
on public solicitations, after an inves­ 
tigation, and adopted by the organiza­ 
tion's board of directors. 
Points made 
against the tag day custom in the re 
port include: 


It is “an attempt to shame the 
people into giving by making them 
uncomfortable in the presence of 
others who are wearing tags.” 
Frequent tag days yield meager 
results for worthy causes and oft­ 
en result in persons "being re­ 
quested 
to give to 
enterprises 
about which they know nothing.” 
City streets are public places 
abd “the city's people are entitled 
to go about on them unmolested 
by solicitors/’ 
"The young and attractive girls 
used in tag day campaigns are 
subject to liberties taken by some 
men 
while the tags are being 
pinned on.” 


"We feel it desirable that the prac­ 
tice of holding tag days in Minneapo­ 
lis, except tor memorial purposes, be 
discontinued,” the report says. “When 
used for memorial purposes, we be­ 
lieve the tag day should be divorced 
front the idea of raising money,” 
The report recommends that the as­ 
sociation directors take the matter up 
with the proper city officials for ac­ 
tion.

AGRARIAN BLOC

NON-PARTISAN CROUP IN UPPER

KENYON IS THEIR CHAIRMAN 


Senator From Iowa Tall* How Agrleul-

Bonnne a group of senators, with­ 
out regard to party a fellations, who 
hall from ag lieu I turn I state* banded 
tho nisei vee together at the outset of 
tho new congress for the purpose of 
“aiding the farmer." 
The fanner had 
been harder hit by the ufter-thew ar 
readjustment of prices than any other 
group or class In tho country. 
This group got together- -encl) sen­ 
ator Intent upon tining the best for 
the farming element—and detonated , 
first, upon an organisation or conli* 
lion, and, second, upon a program of 
farm legislation. 
William Squire Ken­ 
yon of Iowa wa* Chewton chairman of 
tho 
meetings 
of 
the 
agricultural 
group. 
Senator Kenyon Is one of the most 
modest men In congress. 
He Invari­ 
ably endeavors to put the soft pedal 
upon any publicity about himself, and 
when a correspondent went to blin In 
search of an Interview regarding the 
now famous “agricultural bloc" of the 
Senate, the first Injunction laid upon 
him by Senator Kenyon was that be 
should not he set down as the “head** 
of the organisation. 
Bloc Without a Head. 
"A number of the senators, Intent 
upon aiding the farmer, have organ­ 
ized this ‘bloc’ as It has come to he 
culled," said Senator Kenyon. 
"We 
all of us have the Interests of the ag­ 
ricultural class at heart—none more 
so than any one of the others. 
"I noticed that one of the newspa­ 
per* recently asked, ‘Who Is tills agri­ 
cultural bluehead?’ " said the senator, 
with a twinkle In his eye. 
"A.* a 
matter of fact, the bloc has no head.” 
Long before the organization of the 
present bloc in the senate, Senator 
Kenyon was engaged actively In leg­ 
islative work to help tho farmers, j 
He comes from one of the great farm­ 
ing states of the country, and one 
of his great pleasures Is to get back 
home 
to 
the 
“farmers’ 
picnics" 
where he can tnlk to the people and 
get their angle. 
Ile is a farm owner 
himself, 
though 
he 
says 
distinctly 
that he does not wish to lame us a 
farmer. Ib- Is a lawyer. 
Hut lie lived 
on a farm when he was a boy, and . 
worked on a fa nu. 
“I remember that when I was Af 
teen years old I ran away from school 
to go to work on a farm," said Sen­ 
ator (Kenyon. 
"The reason I ran 
away was that every Friday all the 
pupils were called on to recite poems, 
etc. 
I couldn’t stand It. 
Hut I made 
up my mind that I would get over 
that feeling of nervousness when I 
addressed an audience, and Inter I re­ 
turned to school, went through acad­

public, 
for 
my 
earliest 
ambition 
was to become a lawyer. I determined 
that when I was thirteen years old.*' 
Senator Kenyon’s Career. 
The Iowa senator Is big, clean cut, 
balr gray, though abundant. 
Ile Is 
fifty-two years old, hut doesn’t look 
IL 
He has been In the senate ten 
years, taking the sent of the late Sen­ 
ator D eliver. 
Before he came to the 
senate 
he 
was an 
assistant 
attor­ 
ney general under the Taft adminis­ 
tration, having charge of the “trust 
busting" work of the department. Be­ 
fore that he was a district Judge nnd 
a prosecuting attorney and a success­ 
ful lawyer in bls own -date. 
He over- 
came his awe of speaking In pub­ 
lic. but admits that up until a few 
years ago, he used to have qualms be­ 
fore beginning an address. 
He speaks 
forcefully and clearly, and compara­ 
tively rarely In the senate. 
“What was the need of the funner 
bloc?" 
“That's a fair enough question," re­ 
plied Senator Kenyon. 
“The farmers 
of the country were In desperate con­ 
dition—they still are. 
They had suf- 
fered more acutely than any other 
body, due to the deflation after the 
war. 
They are the backbone of the 
country. They produce the food which j 
the whole country must have.

was Imperative that something lie done 
for them. 
"At first there was an Inclination In 
some quarters to treat the farmer 
group lightly. 
But senators from the 
East now realize that much depends 
upon restoring prosperity to the farm­ 
ers.”

more than 22 senator* at Its meetings, 
Senator Kenyon 
said.

worked together so effectually that It 
has forced measures for farm ald out 
Into the senate, nnd once these meas­ 
ures were before the senate other sen­ 
ators have, perforce, Joined In their 
support.
